CLERKS TO F? KPORT 

DEATH OK TAXPA1 ERS 

The law relating to inli^ritaneo tax 
passed by the Ceneral Assembly, 
makes it mandatory upon the part of 
the heirs and beneficiaries to report 
the facts to the State Tax Commis- 
sion, that the correct amount duo the 
state fiom he heirs and beneficiaries J 
may be ascertained. 

The attention of county clerks Uiru- 
out the state is being called to this 
amendment of the law by the State 
fax Commission which is supplying 
the clerks with blanks to be used by 
the heh-s and beneficiaries in making 
report required by law. 

The Commission is also furnishing 
the county clerks with blanks for re- 
porting deaths of taxpayers which 
may have occurred between January 
1 and December 30, 1020. This in- 
formation is required and made ne- 
cessary by an act of the 1920 Gener- 
al Assembly.

RURAL COMMUNITY CENTER 
A number of agencies have been 
responsible for the origin, growth and 
development of the rural community 
center. Perhaps the most obvious is 
the automobile, because it has en- 
abled farm people to gather toget lie i 
much more easily than they could in 
the old days. It's a matter of a very 
short run from corner to 'corner ot 
the average township, and it's easy to 
get to evening meetings of one kind 
and another. The state agricultural 
colleges have done much to advance 
this work, too, by arranging pro- 
grams for evening meetings, furnish- 
ing speakers and giving all the assist 
ance in their power. 

One other thing has been particu- 
larly helpful in this respect and that 
has been the farm electric light and 
power plant introduced within the 
last few years. Many a rural school 
house that formerly held' its evening 
meetings with the aid of a dim and 
smoky oil lamp or held no meetings 
at all, now show a blaze of brighl 
cheerful electric light from every 
window on one or more evenings of 
the week. In the first place electric 
light makes good cheer, as compared 
with the old methods. It is an easy 
thing, too, to arrange the electric 
lights just where they will do most 
good. 

But perhaps the greatest advantage 
of electricity for the rural community 
school house lies in the fact that it 
makes possible the use of stereopti- 
can and motion pictures. For real en- 
tertainment and for educational work- 
there are few things as good as the 
motion picture. It speak a universal 
language. With its aid one can travel 
to the four corners of the earth in 
the short length of an evening. Its 
straight educational value is tremen- 
dous. A good film showing the latest 
and best way of carrying on various 
kinds of agricultural work can be 
made clear in a moment what a 
speaker might have trouble in ex- 
plaining at all. 

With all these agencies working in 
its favor, not the least of which is 
electricity, the rural community cen- 
ter is an assured success.

'this service now. 
I Mrs. William Orider. Mrs. D. 
I L. Cobb and Mrs. Tutt Burrtanv, 
ladies of the Red Cross, go quiet- 
ly about their work, and are very 
! actively engaged now .as they 
l have been for months, but there 
is little pretention or illustrious- 
jness about the fact. They hold 
j regular meetings and as a visiting 
committee go right out after the 
one needing aid, and see that it 
is given.
